False graves lure U.S. searchers into ambushes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Recent in- 


telligence reports indicate Communist 
troop* have been ordered to prepare 
phoay graves to lure into ambush 
unarmed U.S. teams searching for 
remains of American servicemen miss- 
ing in South Vietnam. 


These reports say the Communists 


believe the U.S. teams are really trying 
to spy on them and that the hunt for 
missing Americans is only a cover. 


All searches have been halted since 


Dec. 15 when a U.S. Army captain was 


killed and four other Americans were 
wounded in a rocket grenade attack on a 
search helicopter near Saigon. 


Lt. Gen. Daniel James, a Pentagon 


spokesman, said earlier this week that 
the halt is temporary while U.S. officials 
try to get "assurances from the other 
side for the safety of our people who 
participate in these searches." 


But the intelligence reports suggest 


the December ambush was not an 
isolated incident U.S. officials are con- 
cerned that attack may have marked the 


start of a planned campaign to inflict 
casualties on the U.S. search teams. 


North Vietnamese and Viet Cong units 


in two provinces, Binh Long and Phuoc 
Long were said to have been ordered to 
try to lure U.S. teams by preparing false 
graves, complete with gravestones, and 
rigging them with booby traps. 


They were instructed to zero in mor- 


tars and rockets on the phony grave 
sights so they could open up with ac- 
curate fire on any U.S. teams which 
came to investigate, the reports said. 


While the instructions went to Com- 


munist units in two provinces in the 
Saigon region, intelligence specialists 
said, they raised the possibility that 
similar orders may have been circulat- 
ed to all North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong elements in South Vietnam. 


The Vietnam peace agreement signed 


in Paris nearly a year ago obligated both 
sides to help each other locate the 
remains of missing soldiers and to 
repatriate them to their own countries. 


The United States set up a special 


center in Thailand to conduct searches 
throughout Indochina, but U.S. teams 
have never been able to hunt in either 
Laos or North Vietnam. U.S. authorities 
blame the Communists for obstructing 
such searches by footdragging on 
agreements which were supposed to 
have followed the Paris signing and the 
end of the fighting. 


Among other things, U.S. officials 


said, the North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong have spurned U.S. requests that 


they send Communist military men 
along on the searches.

representatives did accompany the U.S. 
teams, American officials said, those 
teams would be safeguarded from attack 
and Communist suspicions would be 
allayed. 


A total of 160 American servicemen 


are assigned to serve on the search 
teams. Officials insist they have no in- 
tention of disbanding those teams as yet.

1 9 persons

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) -Police said 


19 persons from a chartered plane were 
taken to hospitals and treated for food 
poisoning, but an airlines spokesman 
said they simply may have been airsick. 


Airport authorities were holding food 


today for inspection from the McCulloch 
International Airlines flight from 
Pueblo West, Colo. 


The 19 were among 53 passengers re- 


turning from a 24-hour land sales 
presentation in Pueblo West sponsored 
by McCulloch Properties, Inc., a 
spokesman for the firm said. 


All those treated at three local hospit- 


als were released by early morning and 
scheduled for commercial flights to 
their destinations. The McCulloch In- 
ternational Airlines flight made stops at 
Columbus, Pittsburgh and Toronto, an 
airlines spokesman said. 


Airline spokesman Laurence Laurie 


said crew reports indicated the pas- 
sengers may simply have been airsick. 


On the return flight, one passenger, 


C. W. Claire of Columbus, complained 
of a rough ride and said some travelers 
appeared to be airsick, Laurie said. 


Laurie said crew reports indicate the 


air sickness may have caused a chain 
reaction. Laurie said that in addition the 
group was served a large lunch shortly 
before takeoff.

Harbor, Hoover Dam on the Colorado River in Arizona and Nevada, Walt 
Disney World in Florida and the Gateway Arch in St. Louis. 


The department said it compiled the list by polling the American travel 


industry to determine which American attractions have the greatest 
tourist appeal. 


Some terms set for 
Panama Canal transfer 


WASHINGTON (AP) —A preliminary 


agreement to return the Panama Canal 
and Canal Zone to Panama has been 
reached by negotiators for the two 
countries, U.S. sources say. 


The accord is said to cover such issues 


as Panamanian sovereignty over the 
area, defense of the canal and the cons- 
truction of a new canal large enough to 
handle super tankers. 


U.S. government sources stressed the 


agreement is not binding on this country 
but merely a preliminary step to be used 
as the basis of further negotiations 
leading to the drafting of a new Panama 
Canal treaty. Such a treaty would have to 
be approved by Congress. 


The sources said the accord was 


reached by roving U.S. Ambassador 
Ellsworth Bunker and Panamanian 
Foreign Minister Juan Antonio Tack. 
Bunker held talks with Tack in Panama 
Nov. 28 through Dec. 3, and Jan. 6 
through Jan. 8. 


The preliminary accord does not set a 


date by which the United States would 
relinquish jurisdiction over the canal 
and sources say this one area could be 
the most difficult for negotiators to 
overcome. 


One source said that while Panama 


would like to have the canal within 10 
years, the United States would like to 
relinquish its control gradually, over a 
period of 40 to 50 years. 


And, still to be gauged before the 


broad set of principles can be used for 
further negotiations towards a draft 
treaty is the reaction of Congress and 
other U.S. agencies with an interest in 
the canal. These include the Defense, 
Commerce and Interior departments. 


A government source said an adverse 


reaction by a number of key congress- 
men could create difficulties for the 
tentative accord. 


In any event, the source said, months 


of additional negotiations lie ahead 
before a new draft treaty could be ready 
for presentation to Congress. 


The 53-mile-long Panama Canal has 


been under U.S. control since 1903 when 
the two countries signed a treaty giving 
the United States jurisdiction over the 
Canal Zone and canal "in perpetuity." 


Negotiations to rewrite the treaty were 


started in 1964, shortly after anti-U.S. 
riots in Panama that stemmed largely 
from U.S. control of the canal area. 


Ice, snow 
belt U.S. 
midsection

Ice and snow plagued a wide area from 


the Plains to the Great Lakes and New 
England today, making driving hazar- 
dous and closing schools in numerous 
communities. 


Snow swept across the midcontinent in 


a 300-mile-wide swath from Kansas to 
Michigan and in a narrower band 
eastward through southern New 
England. 


Some typical snowfall measurements 


were 8 inches at Warrensburg, Mo., -3 
inches at Topeka, Kan., and Springfield, 
111. and 2 inches at Columbia, Mo., and 
Fort Wayne, Ind. 


South of the snow, ice glazed trees, 


utility poles and roads. Some roads in 
Oklahoma were covered by 4 inches of 
ice as sleet hardened. Driving conditions 
worsened as the sleet was pounded into 
slick surfaces. 


The ice storm skidded across the 


Mississippi Valley from Arkansas and 
Misouri into southern Ohio. Freezing 
rain and drizzle mixed with snow chilled 
parts of Kansas 


The ice also crept south like a glacier 


into southeastern and west-central 
Texas as temperatures dipped into the 
20s at some places. 


A massive traffic jam developed on 


U.S. 69 south of Muskogee, Okla., when 
heavy trucks could not make it up a hill. 


The dangers of walking on ice resulted 


in the death of one elderly Southern 
Illinois man who slippped and hit his 
head while trying to enter a car. 


Many schools were closed Wednesday 


and today and high school basketball 
games were postponed. Motels were 
showing "No Vacancy" signs earlier 
than usual as motorists just gave up and 
snuggled in for safety. 


Nixon celebrates birthday with a milkshake 


PALM SPRINGS, Calif. (AP) - 


President Nixon spent a secluded night 
in this desert resort community after 
celebrating his 61st birthday with a 
cake, a hamburger and his first 
milkshake in 13 years. 


Escaping the gray, wet weather at the 


Western White House in San Clemente, 
Nixon traveled Wednesday to the heavily 
guarded estate of publishing millionaire 
Walter H. Annenberg, U.S. ambassador 
to Great Britain. 


Nixon was accompanied on the 85-mile 


limousine ride by his wife, Pat;

daughter, Tricia Cox; and his Florida 
neighbor, C.G. "Bebe" Rebozo. 


On arriving, the Nixons found warm, 


sunny weather and made a short shop- 
ping trip to a Saks Fifth Avenue store in 
downtown Palm Springs. 


Western White House staff members 


held a surprise party for the President 
Wednesday morning. They presented 
him with a large cake and 61 red roses. 


Then he left on the unannounced trip, 


which was confirmed to newsmen after 
they heard it through the grapevine. The 
outing was another in a recent series of 


motor trips Nixon has taken without 
informing newsmen. 


The Nixon party, accompanied by 


security agents and support personnel, 
drove past the President's birthplace in 
Yorba Linda and later stopped for lunch 
at a MacDonald's drive-in in Banning. 


White House spokesman Gerald L. 


Warren said Nixon ate a double ham- 
burger and drank a chocolate 
milkshake. "I really enjoyed it," 
Warren quoted Nixon as saying. He said 
Nixon told his party the milkshake was 
his first in 13 years.

The stop at the drive-in was believed to 


be the first for the Nixons since he 
became President in 1968. The late 
President Lyndon B. Johnson frequently 
stopped at ice cream stands during his 
tenure in office. 


Annenberg and his wife were guests of 


the Nixons in San Clemente Tuesday. 
However, they were said to be traveling 
in the East when the presidential party 
arrived at the estate Wednesday.

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records to 
be audited 


WASHLNGTON (AP) -Energy Chief 


William E. Simon said today investigat- 
ors from his Federal Energy Office and 
the Internal Revenue Service are audit- 
ing the price, profit and supply records 
of every petroleum refiner in the nation. 


A statement issued by Simon said the 


audit is aimed at making sure the price 
increases on petroleum products reflect 
only cost increases and not jacked-up 
profits. 


It also will help "to verify the accuracy 


of refiner reports on crude oil and 
product supplies and is a major step 
toward establishing an independent 
reporting and information system on 
refinery inventories at FEO/' Simon 
said. 


The federal government traditionally 


has relied on information provided by 
the oil companies, mainly through their 
trade organization, the American Pet- 
roleum Institute, or indirectly through 
reporting to other organizations and 
state governments. 


The federal government, now deep in 


the direct management of the nation's 
supply and distribution, has no complete 
system for collecting its own energy 
data. 


Simon said a joint task force from the 


FEO and the IRS would include some 35 
agents at first. 


He said the agents would be divided 


into teams conducting audits in cor- 
porate offices. 


The teams, including FEO cost 


analysts and IRS agents trained in pet- 
roleum regulations and refinery ac- 
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counting, will visit individual firms as 
often as four times a year, he said. 


Simon said the program wiI5 cover all 


140 refiners in the United Slates with 
continual field reviews of major refiners 
who control some 90 per cent of the 
nation's refinery capacity. 


Smaller refiners will be subject to 


"desk audits in Washington" which 
would be expanded into field reviews as 
needed. 


"The program in no way reflects on 


the refiners, but it will assure us that 
they understand and are abiding by FEO 
regulations," Simon said. 


The FEO recently took over petroleum 


price controls from the Cost of Living 
Council. 


Its regulations allow a refiner to adjust 


prices once a month to reflect increased 
costs of crude oil or of refined products 
purchased for resale. 


The refiners must report calculations 


to support their price increases. They 
are prohibited from carrying excessive 
product inventories. 


Simon's new auditing program 


addresses both issues —The legitimacy 
of product price increases and the size of 
refinery inventories. 


Capital of 
chatter, too 


NEW YORK (AP) -It's no secret that 


Washington, D.C., is a talkative town 
and a lot of that gab goes on over the 
phone. Now a survey shows that the 
nation's capital in fact has more 
telephones than people. 


The American Telephone and 


Telegraph Co. said Wednesday that 
Washington has 128.1 telephones for 
every 100 persons, giving it the world's 
highest communication density. 


That compares with an average of 


62.75 telephones per every 100 persons in 
the United States and 8.2 per 100 around 
the world. 


Telephone density in other cities 


included 100.6 per 100 persons in 
Stockholm, Sweden; 74.8 in New York 
City; 65.3 in Toronto, Canada; 34.4 in 
Athens, Greece; and 11.2 per 100 in 
Mexico City. 


The United States, according to AT&T, 


has 131,606,000 telephones, more than 
any other nation. It's followed by Japan 
with 34,021,155 and Britain's 17,570,904. 


Americans in 1972 made more than 180 


billion telephone calls, the greatest 
volume for any nation, AT&T said. 


The huge communications system 


said that in 1973 the number of 
telephones in the world rose to 
312,902,000 —a 7.4 per cent increase over 
1972 and a 94.2 per cent jump in 10 years 


Kissinger to embark 
on Mideast mission

WASHINGTON (AP) -Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger leaves tonight 
for another Middle East trip as the 
United States and Israel appear near an 
agreement on a military disengagement 
plan for the Suez Canal area. 


Under current scheduling, Kissinger 


would return to Washington Sunday 
night. But he will meet twice with 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat and 
once with Golda Meir, Israel's prime 
minister. 


Before leaving, the secretary 


scheduled a joint news conference with 
William Simon, the administration's 
chief energy policy maker. The two were 
expected to go over aspects of the Arab 
oil boycott and President Nixon's plans 
for a February meeting with foreign 
ministers of eight major oil-consuming 
nations. 


According to U.S. officials, Kissinger 


will carry to Egypt the essence of 
Israel's thinking on separating the 
troops of the two nations in the canal 
area. 


No details of Israel's ideas were 


disclosed, but Jerusalem is known to 
have promoted the concept of pulling 
back its troops perhaps 20 miles from the 
canal if Cairo undertakes "mutual 
commitments." 


These might involve a reduction in the 


number of Egyptian troops on the east 
bank of the waterway, a reopening of the 
canal to Israeli shipping and a demilit- 
arized zone between the two forces and 
policed by international units. 


The scenario calls for Kissinger to 


outline all of this to Sadat at their first 
meeting Friday in Aswan, a southern 
Egyptian city near the mammouth dam 
built by the Russians in the 1950s. 


The secretary then will fly to Israel tc 


report on Sadat's reaction. At that point, 
the Jerusalem government may be in a 
position to draw up a formal proposal on 
disengagement. 


Even if not, Kissinger will return to 


Aswan to tell Sadat of the Israeli plan as 
it has developed to that point. 


The indications that the situation may 


be nearing a final stage came from 
various sources Wednesday. 


The California White House first an- 


nounced Kissinger's travels, saying 
President Nixon was sending the secret- 
ary on his third trip to the Middle East 
since October "in order to assist the 
parties in the negotiations on the ques- 
tion of separation and disengagement." 


The secretary then met for 45 minutes 


Wednesday night with Israeli Ambas- 
sador Simcha Dinitz to discuss the 
matter. 
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Nixon's white papers contradict 
sworn testimony of former aides 


WASHINGTON (AP) -President 


Nixon's "white papers" on the milk fund 
and ITT affairs, while supporting his 
own position, leave questions about the 
actions and statements of some former 
aides. 


In issuing the papers Tuesday, the 


White House denied anew that promises 
of political contributions were behind 
Nixon's decision to raise dairy price 
supports, or administration settlement 
of an antitrust case against International 
Telephone and Telegraph Corp. 


The statements apparently leave the 


former aides to do their own explaining. 


For instance, Nixon's ITT statement 


left standing some apparent conflicts 
between what Nixon now says and what 
former attorney general John N. 
Mitchell and Richard G. Kleindienst 
once said under oath concerning their 
roles. 


The white paper said Nixon ordered a 


temporary halt in antitrust proceedings 


against the huge conglomerate prior to 
ITT's offer to help finaace the 
Republican National Convention. 


The White House said Kleindienst, 


then a deputy attorney general, received 
the presidential order to stop the ITT 
case, which was then headed for the 
Supreme Court. But it also said Nixon 
changed his mind and rescinded his 
order on advice of then Atty. Gen. 
Mitchell, who reportedly told Nixon a 
key Justice Department official would 
quit if the ITT case were blocked. 


Kleindienst testified at his Senate 


confirmation hearings nearly two years 
ago that the White House never inter- 
fered with his handling of the ITT case. 
And Mitchell gave sworn testimony that 
he had completely disqualified himself 
from the ITT case. 


In the milk-fund matter, the White 


House said for the first time that it was 
former special counsel Charles W. Col- 
son who told Nixon that the nation's 


largest dairy cooperative had promised 
J2 million to Nixon's campaign. 


The White House said Colson recom- 


mended that Nixon acknowledge this 
pledge of support from the Associated 
Milk Producers Inc., in a Sept. 9, 1970 
meeting with two of its leaders. But it 
went on to say that Nixon didn't take 
CoJson's advice and kept silent about the 
$2 million promise in his meeting with 
the two AMPI leaders. 


Meanwhile, at the Western White 


House, Deputy Press Secretary Gerald 
L. Warren indicated no further white 
papers would be issued bv the White 
House on Watergate and other allega- 
tions of scandal. 


Warren said any additional informa- 


tion would be provided "within the 
proper forum," adding that the White 
House believes the proper forum is the 
special Watergate prosecutor's office.

Flag display 
law appealed 


WASHINGTON (AP) -A Washington 


state law banning public display of an 
altered American flag should stand as a 
means of preserving the peace, the 
Supreme Court has been told. 


Deputy Pros. Atty. James E. Warme 


of King County (Seattle) urged the court 
Wednesday to preserve the 55-year-ol 
law by upholding the 1970 conviction of 
a Seattle college student who taped a 
peace symbol on a flag. 


The student, Harold Orman Spence. 


was arrested after he hung the altered 
flag from his apartment window. He 
claimed he was protesting the U.S. in- 
cursion into Cambodia and the shooting 
of Kent State University students by 
national guardsmen. 


In arguments before the court, Warme 


said the court should uphold the state 
supreme court's decision that the iaw 
was constitutional. 


But Peter Greenfield, American Civil 


Liberties Union attorney representing 
Spence, told the court if a similar law 
were in effect in the District of Colum- 
bia, then the Supreme Court itself would 
be in violation. 


'•The flag on display in this courtroom 


is in blatant violation. It has a yellow 
fringe attached to it," Greenfield ar- 
gued. 


Warme is appealing his S75 fine and 


suspended 10-day jail sentence. 


2nd death penalty 
ordered in murders 


DONALSONVILLE, Ga. (AP) - 


George L. Dungee slumped in his chair 
at the defense table and stared blankly 
as the jury returned the guilty verdict 
and death sentence. 


The panel of II whites and one black 


took 55 minutes on Wednesday to find 
him guilty in the mass murders'last May 
14 of five farmers and a pretty, young 
farm housewife. They deliberated 
another 45 minutes on the penalty. 


Dungee, called by his defense attorney 


"a little old dumb Negro man," is the 
second Maryland man to be convicted on 
six counts of murder and sentenced to 
die m the electric chair. 


Judge Walter I. Geer set the elec- 


trocution for Feb. 15 —the same date he 
set for Carl J. Isaacs, 20, of Peakville, 
Md. He was sentenced to death last week 


in the shootings of the prominent Alday 
farm family in south Georgia. 


Isaacs' half-brother, Wayne Coleman, 


27, goes on trial Monday in the same 
Seminole County courthouse. 


Dungee, 35, the only black among the 


three, escaped with Coleman and Isaacs 
from a minimum security prison in 
Maryland nine days before the slayings. 
He had been serving an 18-month sen- 
tence for contempt of court. 


Dungee's court-appointed attorney, 


Phillip Sheffield, pleaded with the jury 
to spare Dungee the death penalty. 


"You've got a little old dumb Negro 


man, who doesn't weigh 135 pounds. (He 
has) a court appointed lawyer. He's ig- 
norant —I venture to say he's got an IQ 
of 80. This is the kind of man we have a 
history of sending to the electric chair."

MILWAUKEE (AP) -A U.S. District 


Court has overruled a municipal or- 
dinance against communal-living es- 
tablishments which officials say attract 
undesirable occupants. 


Judge John Reynolds ruied Wednes- 


day that the suburban Shorewood or- 
dinance, prohibiting more than three 
unrelated persons from living in a 
single-family dwelling, was unconstitu- 
' tional. 


The ordinance had been challenged by 


two families which, since October 1972, 
had been sharing a house zoned for a 
single family. 


The challengers were former pro 


football player Boh Timberlake, saies- 
man Paul Beckwith and their families. 


They argued the ordinance violated 


constitutional rights by prohibiting a 
"moral yet cooperative living 
arrangement." 


They said a communal lifestyle 


enhances their "potential for human 
growth." 


The village argued the ordinance 


upheld moral character, protected 
property values and kept unsavory per- 
sons from moving into the northside 
suburb. 


Reynolds said the ordinance violated 


the plaintiffs' rights to equal protection 
under the 14th Amendment, and "is not 
supported by any rational basis consis- 
tent with traditional zoning objectives." 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The govern- 


ment has approved price increases for 
the tire industry averaging about 3.3 per 
cent and has scheduled hearings on 
proposed additional increases. 


The price hikes authorized by the Cost 


of Living Council on Wednesday, effec- 
tive Jan. 15, would increase the price of 
a steel-belted tire now costing $40 to 
$41.32. 


If the additional price requests are 


approved, the same tire could sell for 
$42.80. 


However, tire manufacturers could 


conceivably add another 10 per cent to 
the price under a council guideline 
allowing such additional boosts for in- 


dividual items so* long as the average 
increase does not exceed that 
authorized. 


James W. McLane, deputy Cost of 


Living Council director, said the 
increases approved Wednesday, totaling 
$190 million, only reflect costs incurred 
by the tire manufacturers up to Sept. 16. 


He said public hearings have been set 


for Jan. 21 on the additional increases, 
totaling another $209 million. 


The 3.3 per cent increases, applicable 


to tires and tubes, were authorized for 
Armstrong Rubber Co.; Cooper; Dunlop 
Tire & Rubber Corp.; Firestone Tire & 
Rubber Co.; General Tire & Rubber; 
Goodnch; Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co.; 
and Uniroyal Inc. 


Gir! of 14 dies of heart 
disease that afflicts family

Huck, 14, collapsed and d:ec Tuesday 
night on the street near her home in 
suburban Cudahy 


She was the fourth member of her 


family to die of congenital heart disease 
within the last 18 months. During the 
family's last five generations. 39 of tre 
53 members have died unexpectedly of 
the disease. 


Doctors say the women in the family 


usually died before age 20, while the men 
usually die around age 25. Colleen's 
father, Thomas Starr, died when he was 
25. 


Eleven members of the family 


currently have congenital heart disease, 
and doctors believe they all may die as 
Colleen did. 


"They are all living under great 


strain," said Dr. William Galleen, one of 
several doctors studyingthe family and 
its history of the disease. "They are 
under a gun."

For ir^tance, 
he said, persons with congenital heart 
disease can "literally be scared to 
death." 


Since June 1972, Galleen said, three 


young family members, all cousins of 
the Huck children, have died suddenly. 
One collapsed after dancing, another 
after a football game and a third died 
after an argument.

organization that advises women with 
unwanted pregnancies, including coun- 
seling on legal abortions, is an educat- 
ional organization and exempt from 
federal income tax, the Internal 
Revenue Service said today. 


Such organizations, the IRS said, are 


"instructing the public on a subject 
useful to the individual and beneficial to 
the community." 


The IRS, which said it had been asked 


for an interpretation of tax laws with 
respect to such organizations, said per- 
sonal counseling is recognized as a valid 
method of instruction for educational 
organizations. 


The pregnancy counseling organizat- 


ion whose case led to the ruling was not 
named. But the IRS said the group did 
not provide financial assistance to the 
women it counseled. 


The IRS said the organization was 


formed solely to provide free counseling 
to women with unwanted pregnancies by 
informing them of the alternative means 
of resolving an unwanted pregnancy. 


It said discussion topics include lawful 


abortion, delivering and placing the 
child for adoption and delivering and 
keeping the child. 


The decision is one of several relating 


to abortions and birth control in the past 
year. 


The IRS has ruled that expenses for 


lawful abortions can be included in 
medical expenses in computing a 
medical deduction from taxes.

tory of the academy. 


The University of Vermont graduate 


doesn't see her enrollment as the end of 
a tradition, but as the beginning of a 
lifelong plan to go to sea. 


A second semester sophomore, Miss 


Doane is one of only a handful of women 
in maritime academies across the 
country. Last fall. Maine Maritime 
dropped its male-only requirement in 
accordance with a change in U.S. 
Maritime Administration regulations. 


For the next two and a half years she'll 


train in all aspects of marine technology. 
Then, like all maritime graduates she'll 
be obligated to accept a military service 
commission. She's selected inactive 
Navy status. 


Although her official rank is 


midshipwoman third class, Miss Doane, 
a nautical science major, will be known 
as a "deckie." 


She may not be one of the academy's 


470 men, but she'll be expected to per- 
form like one. She'll be a crew member 
on the annual cruise of the academy's 


training vessel and she'll drill and stand 
guard duty. 


"Actually, I'm looking forward to it. I 


need the discipline," she said. "I expect 
to definitely keep up with the men." 


An avid sailor since childhood, Miss

Q: After they had left, I discovered 


our renters had let the bathroom 
lavatory faucet overflew. So much 
water cane down , it completely 
soaked the white ceiling tile of the 
recreation room underneath, and it is 
all spotted. Must this be replaced or 
can 1 paint it? Should I first let it dry 
out and see if the spots disappear? 
Also there is a strong musty odor. — 
Ciestwoed, 111. 


A: If you can stand the musty odor 


for awhile, I suggest letting things dry 
out. Keep the room heated, even if you 
add an extra space heater to speed 
things up. I seriously doubt, however, 
if those spots will disappear. No reason 
why you can't paint the tiles, using a 
good acrylic or vinyl latex paint. 


Q: My white porcelain enameled 


stove is middle aged, but still working 
perfectly. I see no reason to trade it in 
on a new modeL But through the years 
several battle scars have appeared in 
the form of chipped places which show 
up Mack. I once tried white enamel as a 
touch up. But I guess it was the heat 
because it turned brown. Now I'd like to 
know if there is anything to cover these 
spots which will stay white. —Parma. 
Ohio. 


A: Yes there is. At most hardware 


stores you can buy preparations for this 
job.

American invention 


A phenomenon of the Old West was the 


development of the county fair where 
new and practical foods were tested. The 
good things tp eat were most basic in 
those supposed "good old days"' as 
settlers moved westward to open the 
country. Sometimes e\en the bare 
basics were scarce and such things as 
convenience foods as we know them 
today were nonexistent. 


One of the important means .of 


exchanging food ideas and presenting 
nevt products was by the county fair 
route. Homemakers brought their best 
breads, pies, jellies, jams and pickles or 
relishes to the fair in the hopes of 
capturing the coveted blue ribbon. 


But they weren't the only competitors 


Tne food manufacturers showcased 
their products at the same county fairs 
as a way to win public acceptance Thus, 
it was that the saltine or soda cracker 
was tested. Made by a small bakery m 
Missouri, the wafer won a blue ribbon 
and became a "premium" prizewinner 


First it won acceptance in the West, 


then the East and final K traveled 
around the world as the first-place 
premium winner as an accompaniment 
for soup.

Action meeting brings groups 
together to discuss abortion 


The Right to Life Council, represented 


by James Lamers and Or. Edward 
Scanlan, presented a program of slides 
and open discussion to the Fox Valley 
Women's Political Caucus (WPC) at its 
January action meeting. 


The discussion centered around 


clarification of the Supreme Court 
decision regarding abortion — that a 


efetus is not a "person" from the 


moment of conception up until 20 weeks. 
The Right to Life Council contends this 
is not so; that there is life before 20 
weeks and that specific life should have 


• protection under the law, equal to that of 
• "born" persons. 


The sometimes conflicting rights of 


the mother who may not want to carry 
the fetus were discussed. Dr. Scanlan 
voiced the opinion there could possibly 
be "unusual" circumstances where 
some persons could justify "taking the 
life," just as some believe taking life in 
war is justified. 


However, he reminded the group that 


the point the Right to Life Council is 
making in their presentation is that 
there is life in the fetus, contrary to what 
the Supreme Court decision implies. 


The right to quality of life also was 


discussed, due to the relationship of 
bearing an unwanted child to the well- 
being of the expectant mother. 


Regarding this, it was generally 


agreed that society must change its 
attitudes toward the care and rights of 
an unwed or unwilling mother. This 
• would include her right to choose to keep 
" the child to raise herself, or if it would 
'. more reasonably insure quality of life to 
the child, to place him or her up for 
adoption. This also includes the future 
. possibility of removal from the mother's 
; womb to an artificial incubator, where 
[the "life" will be sustained, and the 
' mother given the choice of what to do 
.with her own life, without taking 
•another's in exchange for her freedom. 


Voluntary sterilization and the 


"morning after" pill were thought to be 
viable as an acceptable alternative for 
women who feel a vocation other than 
motherhood is a primary goal in their 
lives. 


The frustration to women brought 


about from undue pressure of society 
was expounded upon, again pointing to 
social change. The Right to Life Council 
member explained that the group is not 
categorically opposed to these actions, 
but the final portion of the presentation 
stressed emphasis on a projection of 
possible annihilation of the population of 
the world due to less than zero popula- 
tion growth. 


To the "problem" of less than zero 


population growth, the WPC members 
voiced strong opposition, based upon 
present conditions in the world today, 
all of which indicate we are living in an 
era of over-population. 


The group felt that the over-abun- 


dance of people has ultimately led to 
such 
problems 
as 
pollution, 


unemployment, hunger and famine and

inadequate housing. The Right to Life 
Council representatives saw these 
things as a result of lack of planning by 
those in power, which the Women's 
Political Caucus members pointed out 
was what birth control measures were 


planning to avoid future times which 
parallel those experienced today. 


WPC commended the work of Planned 


Parenthood as having foresight and as 
performing a vital role in building a 
better world for tomorrow.

County's shredder operation this year and other factors indicate to Appleton 
Director of Public Works Robert Miller that citywide collection of newsprint 
might be more feasible now than it has been in the past. 


Miller, after being instructed by Mayor James Sutherland Wednesday to study 


the feasibility of separate collection of newspaper for recycling purposes in 
Appleton, had already begun work today on the study that he expects will take 
several months. 


Miller said the study would be basically the same type of thing his department 


has done before, when it has considered the possibility of separate city pickups of 
old newspapers. In the past, study has indicated such a move would be unwise. 


But times have changed, said Miller. Several factors — including greater 


demand for old newsprint by some segments of the paper industry —might make 
citywide paper recyling effort a worthwhile venture. 


An Appleton firm which supplies area paper firms with used newsprint said 


today the demand for it has increased 
"quite a bit." 


Leo Golper, head of Golper Supply 


Co., said a shortage of all grades of 
paper has prompted the industry to 
seek new sources of supply. He said 
there are at least six mills within 
200-300 miles of the city that would buy 
old newspapers for use in their produc- 
tion process.

The energy crisis still hadn't affect- 


ed the economy of the cities of the Fox 
Valley as late as November, a study of 
the economics department of the 
University of Wisconsin-Oshkosh has 
indicated. 


The monthly analysis showed the 


economic activity in the Appleton, 
Nenenah-Menasha, Oshkosh and Fond 
du Lac areas to be strong in 
November, although several com- 
munities showed slight 
seasonal 


declines in employment from October. 


The economists, Dr. Daniel W. Raaf 


and Dr. Keith E. Voelker, said the 
manufacturing and total employment 
rates for November, 19?3, topped those 
for November, 1972, in all cities. All 
cities* employment rates were down 
from a year ago, except Neenah- 
Menasha's, which remained the same. 


The economists' report for October 


indicated that the economy remained 
strong, although some communities 


slipped or managed only to hold their 
own compared with 1972. 


The economists used 1971 as the base 


year, giving it the value of 100. Only 
the figures for unemployment rates 
weren't factored with 1971 as a base 
year. 


For Appleton, they reported that to- 


tal employment rose 5.4 points, or 5.1 
per cent, to 111.1 points 
from 


November, 1972 to November, 1973, 
and dropped 1.4 point, or 1.2 per cent, 
from October to November this year. 
Manufacturing employment rose 8.3 
points, or 8.3 per cent, from a year ago 
to 108.5 and dropped 3 points, or 2.7 
per cent, from October. 


The unemployment rate declined .6 


per cent to 4.3 per cent 
from 


November, 1972, and rose 1 per cent 
from October. 


Average 
weekly manufacturing 


earnings rose 5 points, or 4.4 per cent, 
to 117.3 points from November, 1972, 
but dropped 1.8 points, or 1.5 per cent, 
from October. 


Commercial and industrial power 


use rose 5.9 points, or 5.5 per cent, to 
113.4 from a year ago, but dropped 9.2 
points, or 7.5 per cent, from last Oc- 
tober. 


The value of residential building 


permits rose 27.1 points, or 25.8 per 
cent, to 132.2 from November, 1972, but 
dropped 31.1 points, or 19 per cent, 
from October. 


Bank debits rose 20.5 points, or 17 


per cent, to 141.7 points from a year 
ago, but dropped 6.7 points, or 4.5 per 
cent, from October. 


Large store retail sales rose 27 


points, or 18 per cent, to 176.1 points 
from November, 1972, and rose 62 
points, or 54.3 per cent, from last Oc- 
tober.

Saf- 
ford McMyler, vice president of 
manufacturing, said the firm is design- 
ing a system to allow it to use news- 
papers. 


McMyler said the plan is to get the 


system in operation in 1974. 


Difficulty in getting paper fiber from 


normal suppliers —an industrywide 
problem now —and higher prices have 
forced the firm to go ahead with the new 
process, he said. 


Miller said his study, which will begin 


immediately, will: 


• Define the city's present equipment 


and methods of operation and deter- 
mine capabilities for taking on 
newsprint pickups. 


• See what other cities that have 


begun newspaper recycling programs 
are doing. 


• Evaluate the potential methods for 


carrying out the effort: city, private 
collection or volunteers. 


• See what the market potential is for 


old newspaper, and "how much money 
we can afford to spend" to carry out 
recycling. 


• Determine the impact the start of 


the shredder operation will have on the 
possibilities for recycling. Miller said 
that if the city only has to haul most of 
its waste to the shredder site in its 
Northeast Industrial Park —rather than 
the Mackville dump landfill site located 
six miles north that it now has to carry 
waste to —it could make it easier for the 
city to take on separate newspaper and 
garbage collections.

dustry prediction that the price of bread 
could soar to $1 a loaf by spring has been 
discounted by a top Agriculture 
Department official.

He said the average supermarket 


price of a loaf of bread last November 
was 31.5 cents, of which the price of 
wheat represented only 4.8 cents.

A 1972 investigation failed to turn up 


any evidence the mass punishment was 
justified. The Army changed the 
discharges to honorable and began a 
search for survivors of the three com- 
panies. 


Dorsie Willis, now 87, was the only one 


they found. 


And Willis, who worked as a porter 


and shoeshine man for 59 years before 
retiring in 1972, says he's "not going to 
waste the $25,000 the government is 
giving him. 


"It's been a long time in coming," he 


said Wednesday. "I wanted $70,000, 
$1,000 for each of the 66 years I waited for 
it and $4,000 for medical expenses I've 
had over the years. 


"But I guess this is good enough." 
On Feb. 11,1973, Willis' 87th birthday, 


he received his honorable discharge. 


Willis said his «A birthday will be 


even better. "This money is.* great 
birthday present," he said. 


What will be do with his $25,000? 
"I'm sure not going to throw it away. 


I'll fix up my home a little and put the 
rest of it in savings," Willis said. 


His wife of 30 years, Olive, said she and 


her husband had given up hope that he 
would be exonerated when word of his 
honorable discharge came.

"I came home from work one day and

OSHKOSH - Water levels along the 


west shore of Lake Winoebago could 
rise by as much as 2% feet, according to 
a study recently completed by the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers. 


The study, jointly sponsored by the 


Corps and East Central Wisconsin 
Regional Planning Commission, cal- 
culates the highest water levels which 
could be reached during the theoretical 
100-year flood from the Butte des Morts 
bridge west of Oshkosh to the south city 
limits of Neenah. 


The public will have a chance to ask 


questions about this phase at a hearing 
set for 2 p.m. Wednesday at the 
Oshkosh city hall. Copies of the reports 
are available there and through the EC 
office in Appleton. 


The current study, plus another that's 


underway covering the area from 
Neenah north along the Fox River to the 
Outagamie-Brown county line, are 
designed to provide sufficient informa- 
tion so municipalities can draft updated 
flood plain ordinances to control 
development in areas which would be 
under water when the flash floods come. 


During this century, there've been 


two bad floods. One in 1960 and, another 
almost 40 years earlier, in 1922. 


Harlan Kiesow, EC, environmental 


technician, explained that the water 
level at the river mouth in Oshkosh 
went up a little less than two feet in 
1922. 


However, the projections, based on 


the mathematical calculations of the 
amount of water which would be 
generated from the entire water shed of 


the Fox and Wolf rivers, indicate that 
the Lake Winnebago level could go up 
two feet at the Winnebago State Hospi- 
tal and 2i£ feet at Neenah's south city 
limits. 


By calculating the amount of water 


dumping into the lake at Oshkosh, the 
plannw were able to pinpoint areas 
which would be flooded out if the 100 
year flood were to occur. 


Although it doesn't offer any solutions 


to the flooding problems, it does give a 
base for municipalities — including 
counties —to adopt land use controls to 
eliminate as much damage as possible 
by restricting development in the areas 
which would be under water. 


The elevation of Lake Winnebago at 


the south Neenah city limits is about 747 
feet above sea level. 'During the 100 year 
flood, this could rise to 749.7 which 
means that t^£ lake would spill far 
beyond its shores. 


By studying past rainfalls, the slope 


of the river at Oshkosh and the size of 
the watershed, the report shows that 
about 174,000 gallons of water will be 
reaching Lake Winnebago every second. 


With this amount of water, the lake 


level would go up more than two feet at 
the state hospital and by the even more 
at Neenah. 


The second phase —Neenah to Brown 


Count}' —scheduled to be completed in 
about a year, will have the computa- 
tions of water levels north of the south 
city limits, but in addition it will also 
calculate the effects of dams and gates 
openings at Neenah and Menasha, 
which are controlled by the Corps.

will go, because "there's no reliable 
statistics." He is advocating an ac- 
curate system for gathering statistics, 
such as the government has for banking 
and agriculture, for example. Unless 
the government has reliable fibres, 
Proxmire said, the oil companies will 
exploit perceived shortages for price 
increases.

He added that a windfall tax on oil 


company profits would be "the worst of 
all possible worlds," because it would 
create inflated prices, along with the 
need for rationing. "I'd prefer almost 
anything to an excess profits tax," he 
said, because it would discourage 
production and exploration. "Let them 
have their price increases as an incen- 
tive," he said, but not the kind of in- 
centive that would push the price of gas 
to 60 or 65 cents a gallon. 


Proxmire said he was picked by the 


Democratic leadership in the Senate to 
rebut President Nixon's initial energy 
statements, sort of.

and admirals in relation to the number

Congress is predicting a federal deficit 
of SV billion for fiscal 1975, Proxmire 
continued, instead of the $10 billion 
being built into the budget by Roy Ash, 
head of the Office of Management and 
Budget.. 


The higher deficit will be caused by a 


shortfall in taxes, due to the economic 
slump, he said. The only sector of the 
economy to. grow will be the oil in- 
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dustry, he said, "and the oil companies 
pay no taxes anyway." 


Proxmire said impeachment would 


hurt the Democrats more than the 
Republicans, 
and therefore

unlikely, unless new evidence crops up 
against the President, or public opinion 
overwhelmingly favors impeachment. 
His theory is that voters in 1976 would 
vote against Nixon, in effect, if he were 
still in office, while they would be 
inclined to "give Gerry Ford a chance" 
if Nixon were impeached this year.

should be paying $150,000 in income 
taxes —in other words, 100 times more 
than he did pay."

"Mr. Hugbes is guilty of nothing more 


than making it possible for one of his 
companies to save an airline from 
bankruptcy and make it over into a 
successful, vigorous, dependable ser- 
vice to the public." 


The Justice Department thought 


differently. It charged that Hugbes "by 
handwritten and verbal communicat- 
ions, authorized and directed the 
defendants Chester C. Davis and Robert 
A. Maheu to unlawfuly manipulate the 
market price of Airwest, Inc., common 
stock." 


Davis is chief counsel for Hughes' 


Summa Corp., and Maheu was head of 
Hughes' Nevada operations until fired in 


1970. They and Hugbes, along with two 
onetime major stockholders in the 
regional airline, were charged with 
conspiring to depress the Airwest stock 
before Hughes bought the company in 
1909.

"Howard will not appear," bis long- 


time aide, Noah Dietrich, said flatly. 
"He can't appear. The minute be shows 
himself in public he will be subject to 
subpoenas on a variety of law suits, 
including my own." 


Dietrich, who left Hughes in 1957 after 


32 years as top aide, has a SSI-million 
libel suit pending against the billionaire. 


The last time Hugbes appeared in 


court was 1967 in a minor law suit, says 
his public relations spokesman, Richard 
Hannah. That was also the last time be 
was seen and photographed in public. 


The reasons for Hughes' penchant for 


isolation have been suggested by many 
experts, including Hughes himself. Two 
years ago he spoke on a television press 
conference by telephone to refute the 
"autobiography" that Clifford Irving 
claimed to have written. 


Hughes was asked why he lived so 


reclusively. 


"I don't really know —I sort of slid into 


it," he replied. "I will tell you one thing: 
I am rapidly planning to come out of it. 
In other words I am not going to continue 
being quite as reclusive, as you call it, as 
I have been because it apparently has 
attracted so much attention that I have 
just got to live a more modified life in 
order not to be an oddity." 


Of course, he didn't change his ways 


and he remains more of an oddity than 
ever. 


He denied in the press conference that 


he has any visible disability that would 
induce him to remain out of the public 
eye. He said that he also feared kid- 
naping because of his great wealth. 


Mainly, he said, he sought to avoid law 


suits: "... I don't want to spend the rest 
of my life sitting in courtrooms being 
harassed and interrogated by some 
disgruntled discharged employe. That I 
will frankly admit, and so if the serving 
of the process would mean endless hours 
of embarrassment, interruption of what 
work I want to do before I die, I certainly 
say I don't want it and I don't relish it 
and I would certainly not welcome it or 
encourage it or make it easy." 


Another reason offered by his 


biographers for the hiding-out of 
Howard Hughes is his germ phobia. 
Weird tales have been told of his 
precautions against exposure to germs. 
Dietrich believes the phobia stems from 
the fact that both of Hughes' parents 
died young. 


Whatever his reasons, Hughes has 


gone to great lengths to avoid an ap- 
pearance in public. He has settled law 
suits worth millions of dollars rather 
than show himself in court. In 1970 he 
began his international peregrinations 
to escape troubles on various kinds. 


On Thanksgiving Eve of 1970, Hughes 


slipped out of the Desert Inn in Las 
Vegas, his residence for four years. He 
flew by private jet to the Bahamas, 
where he stayed until March 1972. He 
had left Nevada with his holdings in 
disarray, and Maheu was soon fired. A 
flurry of law suits resulted. 


Hughes left the Bahamas as im- 


migration officials were looking for him. 
A chartered jet took him to Managua, 
Nicaragua, where he occupied another 
hotel floor until he flew off briefly to 
Vancouver, B. C. He returned to 
Managua to avoid paying Canadian in- 
come taxes.

"Maybe it's the wav I comb mv hair." 
What hair? 
Garo is keenly sensitive about his size, 


but that is nothing compared with his 
outrage over growing criticism that the 
cheapness of the field goal is treatening 
to ruin pro football. 


"It's one of the most exciting plays in 


the game," insists the 29-yeaf-old 
Cypriot, field goal kicking ace of the 
Miami Dolphins. 


If the champion Dolphins and the huge 


Minnesota Vikings stand in the middle of 
the field and slug away at each other like 
two heavyweight fighters next Sunday in 
Super Bowl VIII —as many observers 
predict —then the outcome of the game 
conceivably could swing on a shot from 
the left foot of Yepremian or the right 
foot of the Vikings' Fred Cox. 


Yepremian, a soccer-style kicker, 


booted 25 field goals and 38 extra points 
during the 1973 National Football 
League season for a total of 113 points, 
making him No. 2 among American 
Conference scorers. Cox, a husky 11-year 
veteran out of Pittsburgh who kicks 
straight-ahead, had 21 field goals and 33 
extra points for 96 points. 


Yepremian and his family left Cyprus, 


an island inhabitated largely by Greeks, 
Armenians and Turks, when a civil war 
broke out in 1960. He was 16 at the time. 


The family first took new root in 


England, where Garo became quite good 


at soccer. His older brother, Krikor, who 
had been watching American football, 
said he could, "learn to kick the 
American ball and maybe get rich and 
famous," Garo explained. 


"Krikor was in Indianapolis at the 


time. So he took me to the practice field 
at Butler University and I practiced 
kicking three hours a day. I thought my 
leg would drop off." 


Yepremian contacted all the pro 


teams. Only Atlanta and Detroit were 
interested. When Garo kicked IS out of 22 
in a tryout at Atlanta, the Falcons were 
ready to sign him. But the next day he 
flew to Detroit and signed a contract for 
S20,000. The year was 1966. 


"I remember the first time I got into 


a game was against Baltimore, and Don 
Shula was the coach," Garo explained. 
"I had never seen a football game in mv 
life. 


"I didn't even know how to put on a 


helmet or those tightening pants. When 
I was sent out on the field, I thought I 
would faint. I had never seen 50,000 
people in one place in my life. Larnanca. 
where I came from, was a town of onlv 
10,000."

Yepremian stayed with the Lions two 


years, then was released. Out of a job, he 
helped his father make ties in their 
basement home. Then he got a shot with 
Miami, and in 1970 won his spurs. He led 
the NFL in scoring in 1971.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: My son, 28, had a 


bad sunburn five years ago. It left him 
with a round mark the size of a quarter, 
and just as round, on his shoulder near 
the middle of his back. 


This mark turns white in winter, and 


it turns red and gets sore in summer 
when he gets sun on it. Have you any 
idea what this could be?.—Mrs. O.L. 


I could guess, having seen cases quite 


similar. Let's start with what happens 
when you get a tan. The sun's rays, 
incite cells in the skin to produce brown 
pigment (the tan) which is protective. 


But with a severe burn, these tan 


producing cells can be destroyed. It is 
quite possible your son had a blister at 
that spot where the skin stays white in 
winter. 


Such a damaged area no longer has 


the ability to produce brown pigment, 
accounting for the whiteness in winter. 
But without this protective mechanism, 
the spot can burn in summer, turning 
red and getting pretty sore, but not 
tanning. 


The simplest solution, and perhaps 


the only one, is to keep that spot covered 
when exposed to the sun in summer. 
One of the sun lotions containing a "sun 
screen" ingredient to filter out most of 
the burning rays may be adequate. 
Otherwise a small dressing to cover the 
spot could be used. Fastened with a

patch,

wouldn't be conspicuous. 


I know of no way of undoing that type 


of skin damage.

shares budgeting 


Ours is a land of working couples. 


Tens of millions of you who are and will 
be brides will continue working long 
after the wedding. Millions of you will 
quit working for pay only during the 
years your children are infants. Most of 
you will return to work when your 
children go off to school. 
Money management takes on aspects 
all of its own in the two-paycheck 


(Fourth in a series of five) 


American home. For with both of you 
earning salaries, specific questions are 
bound to come up: 


How do you divide the money you 


bring in? Who pays for what around the 
house? If you had an ideal partnership, 
who would pay for what —how and why? 


Rules for family financing 


Here are 10 basic rules I've worked 


out over years of discussions with ex- 
perts on family finance, interviews with 
husbands and wives in every income 
bracket across the country, my personal 
experience as a working" wife through 
my entire adult life. These are mv 
rules, no one else's, but I'm sure all o"f 
you can benefit from some of them and 
all of them can be revised to fit your 
individual lives. 


(1) Make your marriage a financial 


partnership; discuss your income and 
plan your spending as a team. The wife 
who insists her paycheck should go into 
her savings account is selfish and 
wrong. If your mutual decision is that 
the wife's paycheck should be saved, 
excellent-but make the decision as a 
couple. This is fundamental. 


(2) Pool part of your individual 


paychecks in a family fund which is to 
be used to cover essential household 
expenses. In many households, the 
pooling will be automatic, for both 
paychecks are being used to buy goods 
and services the family wants. It 
should be automatic. 


How much of the wife's paychecks 


will go into the poo! may vary from 
home to home, depending on the wife's 
income and the family's circumstances, 
but the key point is there should be a 
pool. 


Responsibility for certain bills 


(3) Decide which of you will be res- 


ponsible for paying specific bills out of 
the pool. As a husband, you might take 
over payment of the rent, mortgage, 
insurance, etc. As a wife, you might 
take over bills for food, entertainment 
at home, household overhead. This is a 
logical division of responsibility to me, 
but if you have other ideas, that's en- 
tirely okay. As long as you both agree. 


(4) Use a combination of a savings 


account and checking account as your 
money control. If you don't carefully 


separate your savings from your 
regular checking account, your savings 
easily can dribble away without your 
knowing just how or why. For most 
couples, the savings-checking account 
money control works best. 


(5) If the wife's job necessitates the 


added expense of household help, the 
wife's paycheck should cover it. 


(6) Extra expenses for entertainment 


at home should be handled by the wife, 
but when you go out, it's the husband's 
deal. (Again, this is my viewpoint only; 
if you agree on another plan, go ahead.) 


(7) If you're a young couple planning 


to have children, budget part of the 
wife's paycheck toward that future ex- 
pense. You must be prepared for the 
time when, for a while at least, you'll 
scale down to one paycheck. You may 
decide to share this 'planning by ear- 
marking funds out of each paycheck, 
but at least plan. 


(8) Follow the flexible budget rules 


outlined in Tuesday's column. And plan 
your instalment buying as a couple and 
with caution, so that even if you're hit 
by an emergency, your total monthly 
bills will be well within your capacity to 
repay. Under no circumstances, take on 
any instalment debt without a joint 
agreement. 


Stick to personal allowance 


(9) The rules on personal allowances 


are particularly vital for you. If you 
want to do something absurd with your 
personal 
allowance, that's 
your 


business. Your allowance is yours 
alone. 


(10) Pledge to each other today that 


when you get into a squeeze in the 
future-which you will, for nearly 
everyone does-you'll choose a quie't 
evening alone to argue it out and decide 
how to escape from it. And when you 
talk about it, call it "our" squeeze, not 
"yours." . 


A superficial point? Oh, no. The wife 


who in the heat of a money fight, says, 
"We wouldn't have any savings at all 
unless I worked," is begging for 
resentment and the retort that she 
wouldn't have any home unless he paid 
for the rent or mortgage. It's" impera- 
tive to avoid discussing your money 
mess when you're both frantic. If you 
can't figure a way out, take your 
problem to the service department of 
your bank or savings institution, ask for 
guidance and suggestions on where and 
how you might get help.

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False graves Id re U.S. searchers into ambushes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Recent in- 


telligence reports indicate Communist 
troops have been ordered to prepare 
phony graves to lure into ambush 
unarmed U.S. teams searching for 
remains of American servicemen miss- 
ing in South Vietnam. 


These reports say the Communists 


believe the U.S. teams are really trying 
to spy on them and that the hunt for 
minting Americans is only a cover. 


All searches have been halted since 


Dec. 15 when a U.S. Army captain was 


killed and four other Americans were 
wounded in a rocket grenade attack on a 
search helicopter near Saigon. 


Lt. Gen. Daniel James, a Pentagon 


spnhpsman. said earlier this week that 
the halt is temporary while U.S. officials 
try to get "assurances from the other 
side for the safety of our people who 
participate in these searches." 


But the intelligence reports suggest 


the December ambush was not an 
isolated incident U.S. officials are con- 
cerned that attack may have marked the 


start of a planned campaign to inflict 
casualties on the U.S. search teams. 


North Vietnamese and Viet Cong units 


in two provinces, Binh Long and Phuoc 
Long, were said to have been ordered to 
try to lure U.S. teams by preparing false 
graves, complete with gravestones, and 
rigging them with booby traps. 


They were instructed to zero in mor- 


tars and rockets on the phony grave 
sights so they could open up with ac- 
curate fire on any U.S. teams which 
came to investigate, the reports said. 


While the instructions went to Com- 


munist units in two provinces in the 
Saigon region, intelligence specialists 
said, they raised the possibility that 
similar orders may have been circulat- 
ed to all North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong elements in South Vietnam. 


The Vietnam peace agreement signed 


in Paris nearly a year ago obligated both 
sides to help each other locate the 
remains of missing soldiers and to 
repatriate them to their own countries.

Some terms set for 
Panama Canal transfer 


WASHINGTON (AP) -A preliminary- 


agreement to return the Panama Canal 
and Canal Zone to Panama has been 
reached by negotiators for the two 
countries, U.S. sources say. 


The accord is said to cover such issues 


as Panamanian sovereignty over the 
area, defense of the canal and the cons- 
truction of a new canal large enough to 
handle super tankers. 


U.S. government sources stressed the 


agreement is not binding on this country 
but merely a preliminary step to be used 
as the basis of further negotiations 
leading to the drafting of a new Panama 
Canal treaty. Such a treaty would have to 
be approved by Congress. 


The sources said the accord was 


reached by roving U.S. Ambassador 
Ellsworth Bunker and Panamanian 
Foreign Minister Juan Antonio Tack. 
Bunker held talks with Tack in Panama 
Nov. 28 through Dec. 3, and Jan. 6 
through Jan. 8. 


The preliminary accord does not set a 


date by which the United States would 
relinquish jurisdiction over the canal 
and sources say this one area could be 
the most difficult for negotiators to 
overcome. 


One source said that while Panama 


would like to have the canal within 10 
years, the United States would like to 
relinquish its control gradually, over a 
period of 40 to 50 years. 


And, still to be gauged before the 


broad set of principles can be used for 
further negotiations towards a draft 
treaty is the reaction of Congress and 
other U.S. agencies with an interest in 
the canal. These include the Defense, 
Commerce and Interior departments. 


A government source said an adverse 


reaction by a number of Key congress- 
men could create difficulties for the 
tentative accord. 


In any event, the source said, months 


of additional negotiations He ahead 
before a new draft treaty could be ready 
for presentation to Congress. 


The 53-mile-long Panama Canal has 


been under U.S. control since 1903 when 
the two countries signed a treaty giving 
the United States jurisdiction over the 
Canal Zone and canal "in perpetuity." 


Negotiations to rewrite the treaty were 


started in 1964, shortly after anti-U.S. 
riots in Panama that stemmed largely 
from U.S. control of the canal area.

Ice and snow plagued a wide area from 


the Plains to the Great Lakes and New 
England today, making driving hazar- 
dous and closing schools in numerous 
communities. 


Snow swept across the midcontinent in 


a 300-mile-wide swath from Kansas to 
Michigan and in a narrower band 
eastward through southern New 
England. 


Some typical snowfall measurements 


were 8 inches at Warrensburg, Mo., 3 
inches atTopeka, Kan., and Springfield, 
111. and 2 inches at Columbia, Mo., and 
Fort Wayne, Ind. 


South of the snow, ice glazed trees, 


utility poles and roads. Some roads in 
Oklahoma were covered by 4 inches of 
ice as sleet hardened. Driving conditions 
worsened as the sleet was pounded into 
slick surfaces. 


The ice storm skidded across the 


Mississippi Valley from Arkansas and 
Misouri into southern Ohio. Freezing 
rain and drizzle mixed with snow chilled 
parts of Kansas 


The ice also crept south like a glacier 


into southeastern and west-central 
Texas as temperatures dipped into the 
20s at some places. 


A massive traffic jam developed on 


U.S. 69 south of Muskogee, Okla., when 
heavy trucks could not make it up a hill. 


The dangers of walking on ice resulted 


in the death of one elderly Southern 
Illinois man who slippped and hit his 
head while trying to enter a car. 


Many schools were closed Wednesday 


and today and high school basketball 
games were postponed. Motels were 
showing "No Vacancy" signs earlier 
than usual as motorists just gave up and 
snuggled in for safety. 


Nixon celebrates birthday with a milkshake 


PALM SPRINGS, Calif. (AP) - 


President Nixon spent a secluded night 
in this desert resort community after 
celebrating his 61st birthday with a 
cake, a hamburger and his first 
milkshake in 13 years. 


Escaping the gray, wet weather at the 


Western White House in San Clemente, 
Nixon traveled Wednesday to the heavily 
guarded estate of publishing millionaire 
Walter H. Annenberg, U.S. ambassador 
to Great Britain. 


Nixon was accompanied on the 85-mile 


limousine ride by his wife, Pat; 


daughter, Tricia Cox; and his Florida 
neighbor, C.G. "Bebe" Rebozo. 


On arriving, the Nixons found warm, 


sunny weather and made a short shop- 
ping trip to a Saks Fifth Avenue store in 
downtown Palm Springs. 


Western White House staff members 


held a surprise party for the President 
Wednesday morning. They presented 
him with a large cake and 61 red roses. 


Then he left on the unannounced trip, 


which was confirmed to newsmen after 
they heard it through the grapevine. The 
outing was another in a recent series of 


motor trips Nixon has taken without 
informing newsmen. 


The Nixon party, accompanied by 


security agents and support personnel, 
drove past the President's birthplace in 
Yorba Linda and later stopped for lunch 
at a MacDonald's drive-in in Banning. 


White House spokesman Gerald L. 


Warren said Nixon ate a double ham- 
burger and drank a chocolate 
milkshake. "I really enjoyed it," 
Warren quoted Nixon as saying. He said 
Nixon told his party the milkshake was 
his first in 13 years. 


The stop at the drive-in was believed to 


be the first for the Nixons since he 
became President in 1968. The late 
President Lyndon B. Johnson frequently 
stopped at ice cream stands during his 
tenure in office. 


Annenberg and his wife were guests of 


the Nixons in San Clemente Tuesday. 
However, they were said to be traveling 
in the East when the presidential party 
arrived at the estate Wednesday.

includes a private nine-hole golf course.

records to 
be audited 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Energy Chief 


William E. Simon said today investigat- 
ors from his Federal Energy Office and 
the Internal Revenue Service are audit- 
ing the price, profit and supply records 
of every petroleum refiner in the nation. 


A statement issued by Simon said the 


audit is aimed at making sure the price 
increases on petroleum products reflect 
only cost increases and not jacked-up 
profits. 


It also will help "to verify the accuracy 


of refiner reports on crude oil and 
product supplies and is a major step 
toward establishing an independent 
reporting and information system on 
refinery inventories at FEO," Simon 
said. 


The federal government traditionally 


has relied on information provided by 
the oil companies, mainly through their 
trade organization, the American Pet- 
roleum Institute, or indirectly through 
reporting to other organizations and 
state governments. 


The federal government, now deep in 


the direct management of the nation's 
supply and distribution, has no complete 
system for collecting its own energy 
data. 


Simon said a joint task force from the 


FEO and the IRS would include some 35 
agents at first. 


He said the agents would be divided 


into teams conducting audits in cor- 
porate offices. 


The teams, including FEO cost 


analysts and IRS agents trained in pet- 
roleum regulations and refinery ac- 
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counting, will visit individual firms as 
often as four times a year, he said- 


Simon said the program will cover all 


140 refiners in the United States with 
continual field reviews of major refiners 
who control some 90 per cent of the 
nation's refinery capacity. 


Smaller refiners will be subject to 


"desk audits in Washington" which 
would be expanded into field reviews as 
needed. 


"The program in no way reflects on 


the refiners, but it will assure us that 
they understand and are abiding by FEO 
regulations," Simon said. 


The FEO recently took over petroleum 


price controls from the Cost of Living 
Council. 


Its regulations allow a refiner to adjust 


prices once a month to reflect increased 
costs of crude oil or of refined products 
purchased for resale. 


The refiners must report calculations 


to support their price increases. They 
are prohibited from carrying excessive 
product inventories. 


Simon's new auditing program 


addresses both issues —The legitimacy 
of product price increases and the size of 
refinery inventories. 


Capital of 
chatter, too 


NEW YORK (AP) -It's no secret that 


Washington, D.C., is a talkative town 
and a lot of that gab goes on over the 
phone. Now a survey shows that the 
nation's capital in fact has more 
telephones than people. 


The American Telephone and 


Telegraph Co. said Wednesday that 
Washington has 128.1 telephones for 
every 100 persons, giving it the world's 
highest communication density. 


That compares with an average of 


62.75 telephones per every 100 persons in 
the United States and 8.2 per 100 around 
the world. 


Telephone density in other cities 


included 100.6 per 100 persons in 
Stockholm, Sweden; 74.8 in New York 
City; 65.3 in Toronto, Canada; 34.4 in 
Athens, Greece; and 11.2 per 100 in 
Mexico City. 


The United States, according to AT&T, 


has 131,606,000 telephones, more than 
any other nation. It's followed by Japan 
with 34,021,155 and Britain's 17,~570,904. 


Americans in 1972 made more than 180 


billion telephone calls, the greatest 
volume for any nation, AT&T said. 


The huge communications system 


said that in 1973 the number of 
telephones in the world rose to 
312,902,000 —a 7.4 per cent increase over 
1972 and a 94.2 per cent jump in 10 years. 


Kissinger to embark 
on Mideast mission

WASHINGTON (AP) -Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger leaves tonight 
for another Middle East trip as the 
United States and Israel appear near an 
agreement on a military disengagement 
plan for the Suez Canal area. 


Under current scheduling, Kissinger 


would return to Washington Sunday 
night. But he will meet twice with 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat and 
once with Golda Meir, Israel's prime 
minister. 


Before leaving, the secretary 


scheduled a joint news conference with 
William Simon, the administration's 
chief energy policy maker. The two were 
expected to go over aspects of the Arab 
oil boycott and President Nixon's plans 
for a February meeting with foreign 
ministers of eight major oil-consuming 
nations. 


According to U.S. officials, Kissinger 


will carry to Egypt the essence of 
Israel's thinking on separating the 
troops of the two nations in the canal 
area. 


No details of Israel's ideas were 


disclosed, but Jerusalem is known to 
have promoted the concept of pulling 
back its troops perhaps 20 miles from the 
canal if Cairo undertakes "mutual 
commitments." 


These might involve a reduction in the 


number of Egyptian troops on the east 
bank of the waterway, a reopening of the 
canal to Israeli shipping and a demilit- 
arized zone between the two forces and 
policed by international units. 


The scenario calls for Kissinger to 


outline all of this to Sadat at their first 
meeting Friday in Aswan, a southern 
Egyptian city near the mammouth dam 
built by the Russians in the 1950s. 


The secretary then will fly to Israel to 


report on Sadat's reaction. At that point, 
the Jerusalem government may be in a 
position to draw up a formal proposal on 
disengagement. 


Even if not, Kissinger will return to 


Aswan to tell Sadat of the Israeli plan as 
it has developed to that point. 


The indications that the situation may 


be nearing a final stage came from 
various sources Wednesday. 


The California White House first an- 


nounced Kissinger's travels, saying 
President Nixon was sending the secret- 
ary on his third trip to the Middle East 
since October "in order lo assist the 
parties in the negotiations on the ques- 
tion of separation and disengagement." 


The secretary then met for 45 minutes 


Wednesday night with Israeli Ambas- 
sador Simcha Dinitz to discuss the 
matter.

U.S. 10 trees are gone 


A Dale woman circulated a peti- 


tion to save the trees which form an 
archway over U.S. 10 between Dale and 
Medina, but her efforts were too late. 


Outagamie County highway crews, 


under orders from the state, started 
cutting down the trees on the south side 
of the highway, the scene of a double 
traffic fatality last November. 


Mrs. Verona Blue'Scholl appealed to 


the Outagamie County Traffic Safety 
Commission Tuesday night, but was 
told that the trees must come down. 


Henry Koch, state Division of High- 


ways representative on the commission, 
told her, however, that the trees on the 
north side of the highway would not be 
cut unless they were dead. Mrs. Scholl 
had asked that all the live trees be 


saved, on both sides of the road. 


Koch said the trees on the south side 


are only six feet from the pavement. "If 
they are that close to the road they must 
come down," he said. The trees on both 
sides are within the highway right-of- 
way and are under the control of the 
state. 


Mrs. Scholl asked about the utility 


poles which are in line with the trees. 
"The utility companies are in the 
process of moving the poles back," 
Koch said. 


Outagamie County Highway Commis- 


sioner Clarence Brownson said the trees 
on the south side shade the road, caus- 
ing icing conditions in the winter. 


Thomas Zoesch, a member of the 


commission, told Mrs. Scholl, "I'm 
personally sorry to see the trees go, but 
sometimes nature must bend to safety." 


Koch reported that the state also has 


ordered three trees removed from the 
right-of-way on a curve on State 76, 
north of County Trunk A, scene of a 
double fatality Nov. 18. 


The commission also will study the 


problem at County Trunk BB and St. 
Mary Cemetery, the scene of frequent 
accidents. 


Sgt. Stanley Arnold, county traffic 


safety coordinator, said he believed that 
the cemetery fence was on the highway 
right-of-way. 


Brownson suggested more law en- 


forcement also would help the situation. 


"All of the accidents happen at the 
same time, 1:30 a.m.," he said. 


Arnold said enforcement was a 


problem at that point because the south 
side of the road was in Winnebago 
County until just west of the cemetery. 
He added that judges have dismissed 
many traffic cases because the offense 
was committed outside the county. 
Jaycettes collect $48 
in New London for 
cystic fibrosis research 


NEW LONDON —The local Jaycettes 


collected more than $48 for cystic 
fibrosis research last week during 
halftime at a high school basketball 
game. 


Mrs. Howard Pinch and Mrs. 


Charles Borchardt, chairmen, con- 
ducted the project in support of the 
Wisconsin Jaycee's goal to raise 
$50,000 in 1973-74 for cystic fibrosis 
research. The local Jaycees have 
pledged $1,100 toward that goal. 


The chairmen said cystic fibrosis is 


the most common, lethal, inherited 
disease of white children. It affects one 
of every 1,000 to 2,000 infants and 
claims more lives than polio, rheuma- 
tic fever and diabetes. Only 50 per cent 
of cystic fibrosis patients live past the 
age of 10.

HORTONVILLE — Frustrated over 


lengthy, unsuccessful contract talks with 
the Hortonvine Board of Education, the 
public school teachers approved an ul- 
timatum Wednesday night, giving their 
leaders the power to call a strike. 


Michael 
Wisnoski, 
Hortonville 


Education Association president, said 
today the teachers are tired of the 
board's unwillingness to seek routes for 
a settlement and will go on strike if the 
board doesn't accept the Wisconsin 
Employment Relations Commission- 
appointed fact finder's recommenda- 
tions. 


Those recommendations are due Jan. 


18. Wisnoski said the teachers are 
willing to go along with them, but the 
board refuses to agree to make them 
binding "so basically, it's an exercise in 
futility." 


If the board refuses to accept them, it 


could mean the 88 teachers in the dis- 
trict would be on strike before the end of 
the month. The old contract expired 
June 30, 1973, but the teachers have 
continued to be paid under its 
provisions. 


"It's our feeling that the board hasn't, 


really made an attempt to negotiate as 
it should have," he said. 


The teachers' reaction was to vote 


their leaders strike power, which Wis- 
noski said came on a unanimous vote by 
over 90 per cent of the district's 88 
teachers. 


"That authorization means that we 


can go all the way," he said. "If we 
don't get a settlement on the fact 
finder's report, you can bet your bottom 
dollar we're going out." 


Wisnoski said the HEA planned to 


conduct continuous escalating actions 
up to the ultimate strike action. He 
declined to say what the escalating 
actions would be. 


Marvin Obry, Hortonvillle school 


superintendent, denied Wisnoski's con- 
tention that the board wouldn't nego- 
tiate properly. He said the board's 
position has always been that "the 
operation of the school district is, by 
state statute, the responsibility of the 
local school board, and this (binding 
fact-finding) is putting that authority in 
the hands of an outsider." 


He added that he didn't know how the 


board would react to the fact finder's 
report, but said. "I have a feeling that 
they may accept it as it is." 


The two issues that have been 


unresolved are the amount of increase 
in base salary and the amount of the 
teacher's share in teacher retirement 
premiums the board will pay. The 
teachers want a $7,650 base for the 
beginning teacher with a four-year 
college degree and the board is offering 
$7,550. The base has been $7,350. 


On 
retirement 
premiums, 
the 


teachers want the board to pay the full 5 


per cent of their salary while the board 
is offering $175 for all teachers, except 
those at the top of the salary schedule 
who would receive $300. The board now 
pays $125 and $250. 


In its strike vote statement, the 


teachers pointed out that cost of living 
has risen 8.56 per cent, as of Dec. 1 
(apparently from time of their last 
salary hike) and that Hortonville's con- 
tribution for teacher retirement is 
second lowest in the Winnebagoland 
area. 


Obry said the two sides haven't met 


much since August, meeting in late 
November for an initial session with the 
WERC representative and then in mid 
December for the fact-finding hearing. 


Of the strike possibility, he said: 


"They don't do a school community any 
good, especially the kids." 


He said the teachers and the board 


and administrators tend to lose respect 
for one another, and it takes a long time 
for the wounds to heal. 


Wisnoski said he believed the board 


was simply stalling the teachers on a 
settlement, and the teachers were no 
longer willing to stand for the delays. 


Hortonville is in the Fox Valley 


Technical Institute area, and those 
teachers receive $8,050. The Hortonville 
teachers have a bigger load so there 
shouldn't be the pay discrepancy, he 
said.

Village officials made it clear that

'Lack of cooperation' 
charged by Higgins 


The chairman of the Outagamie 


County Board of Social Sen-ices this 
week charged the board's personnel 
committee, particularly its chairman, 
with failing to try and resolve personnel 
problems in the social services depart- 
ment.

and sitting on the coordinating com- 
mittee for Babbitt, said that James 
Stampp, social services director, ^has 
been invited to the meetings," "but he 
never shows up."'- 


Supv. George Kroes, chairman of the 


highway committee, noted that two 
committee members usually meet with 
the personnel committee when negotia- 
tions Stan. "We (social services board) 
have never been invited to a meeting," 
Higgins said. 


At the urging of County Board Chair- 


man Russell DeLaHunt, Brockman 
promised that a meeting would be set 
up between the personnel committee 
and the social services board. 


Higgins also challenged the new rates 


set by the trustees for the county Health 
Center. The $20-per-day rate set for PMI 
(public medical institution) service 
starting Jan. 1 was termed "exorbi- 
tant" by Higgins. 


"That amounts to S600 a month," he 


said. "At Riverview it's only S280 a 
month."

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Is CIA running amuck? 


Anti-American elements in other countries for years have 


claimed that the United States Central Intelligence Agency 
has been up to all kinds of skulduggery and interference 
with the internal affairs of other countries. Details of a hoax 
in Thailand indicate that indeed there may be fire in all that 
smoke. 


According to the U.S. Embassy in Bangkok, "the incident 


of the cease-fire letter . . was a regrettable, unauthorized 
initiative" of an unidentitied C.I.A. agent in Thailand. The 
letter purported to be from a Thai Communist insurgent 
leader and proposed a truce in exchange for local autonomy 
in some of the areas already controlled by Communists. 
Claims were made that the agent really hoped the fake 
letter would increase Communist defections to the govern- 
ment. However, it seems more likely that it was really 
aimed at a government agreement which would sub- 
sequently be broken by the Communists not in on the deal. 
This in turn would be used to discredit their veracity. In the 
meantime, of course, a lot of Thais would die or otherwise 
suffer from the fracas. 


Late in November, the U. S. sent a new Ambassador to 


Thailand. He is William Kintner, who was a career Army 
officer and who spent two years as a planning specialist on 
paramilitary activities for none other than the C.I.A. The 
embassy in Bangkok has hastened to say that Kintner "has 
directed categorically that no American official be involved 
in any activity which could be interpreted as interference in 
Thai internal affairs." Aside from the unfortunate use of the 
word "categorically" so often used across the board by 
Watergate related figures in Washington, it must be sus- 
pected that the assurance in Thailand came after the fact. 


How much the C.I.A. has really been involved in such 


matters as the Greek colonels' coup, the overthrow of 
Chilean President Allende or behind the scenes activities in 
African nations, we may never know. But the incident is not 
encouraging. 


The increasing divorce rate 


After the many hasty World War II marriages, the divorce 


rate climbed sharply and in 1946 there were 610,000 divorces 
in the United States. At first, sociologists thought it was a 
temporary trend. But in 1969 there were 639,000 divorces, 
and in 1972 the number was 837,000. The figures for 1973 
probably will be higher. What's happening? 


According to some scholars of the subject it's a part of the 


revolution of rising expectations like that afflicting 
developing nations. Both men and women demand more of 
marriage than they used to —and the alternatives are not so 
unpleasant as they once were portrayed. 


Vance Packard in A Nation of Strangers pointed to the 


"striking similarity" between regions with high mobility 
and those with high divorce rates. People who move a lot 
lose touch with old friends, familiar clergymen, other 
members of their families and "two people are thrown in on 
themselves almost completely." Infidelity is easier because 
neighbors aren't nosy anymore. There is no one to talk to. 


Maybe some American advertising is to blame. Husbands 


and wives are supposed to be great intellectual companions, 
share hobbies and recreation, tremendous lovers and ideal 
parents. Both men and women expect more from home and 
from sex. And there's probably some amount of disillusion 
generally with life in these United States. Some people are 
bound to blame it on a spouse. 


Divorce is losing its stigma. Even among Roman 


Catholics the trend is increasing and the church has been 
under some pressure to modify its stand against 
remarriage. 


Women's lib has encouraged many women to believe they 


can go it alone, at least financially. There is a flourishing 
singles society, especially in the larger cities. Divorce 
doesn't necessarily mean celibacy for women or men. Many 
parents come to feel that it's as tough for children to live in 
a home without parents who care deeply for each other as it 
is to have them separated. 


There also undoubtedly is a trend away from believing 


that difficulty, even pain, is essential in life. The drug 
movement, the do-your-own-thing emphasis, the repudia- 
tion of traditional values about country, church and the 
nuclear family, have rubbed off on a lot of people who can't 
be classified as hippies. The suburban ideal has been 
exploded as false. 


Fortunately, in all probability, the very fact that divorce 


is easier makes it less traumatic for couples and their 
children. One thing is sure — it no longer is a short time 
phase in American society. But the cure may be in the very 
areas which have increased the chances. People may not be 
so anxious to get married in the first place. 


Chinese student is heroine 


A twelve-year-old girl in China is currently being 


regarded as a heroine of the Communist system. 


The Chinese may come to be sorry. 


- Young Huang Shuai was a fifth grade student when she 
ran into difficulties with her teacher. She claimed that her 
male teacher could not bear criticism. In her diary she 
wrote that he had told her "not to voice my opinions against 
him, but so long as I have any criticisms, I shall continue to 
voice them." Allegedly the teacher then organized the more 
pliable students to his aid and had them make posters for 
the school room condemning Miss Huang. 


Miss Huang went to the press. She wrote a letter 


explaining her problem and the local Communist editor took 
up her cause. He wrote that she should be applauded for 
"daring to open fire against the pernicious influence of the 
revisionist educational line." Miss Huang asked, "what 
serious mistakes have I committed, after all? Are we, the 
youth of Mao Tse-tung's era, to be slaves to the notions of 
teachers' status that ruled in the old educational system?" 
The newspaper editor called on other students to oppose 
openly such revisionist tactics. 


Now all this didn't just happen, of course. Back when the 


Cultural Revolution was blowing wide open, young people 
were encouraged to oppose their elders if signs of the old 
autocratic ways could be found. They did and exploded into 
the Red Youth who eventually had to be quelled when their 
enthusiasm for reform went beyond all that planned by 
some of their elders. Miss Huang may be a heroine right 
now but probably a lot of other young Chinese students will 
get their come-uppance in future months. 


The new look in education in China is not really opposed to 


authority. That isn't exactly the Communist way. But it does 
promote a mixture of the academic with the practical, the 
work as well as study programs which also help get crops 
harvested and the expansion of higher education to workers 
and soldiers. It is policies like these that teachers are being 
warned to encourage.

Republicans have ruled Senate 80 years 


MADISON —As the politicians of both major 


political parties prepare for their biennial 
bombardment of the ears of Wisconsin voters, 
there will be much talk in both parties about 
1893 as a bench mark in the partisan evolution 
of the partisan structure of the state. 


Republicans have offered the theme for their 


campaign —"Eighty More Years." Democrats 
.are responding with the idea that "Eighty Years 
Are Enough." 


The reference is to the fact that the Wisconsin 


Senate has not been under the control of the 
Democrats since 1893 —or for 80 years. Now 
Prof. E. David Cronon, the University of Wis- 
consin historian, has published an essay in the 
State Historical Society quarterly illuminating 
for the sloganeers of both parties. It explains 
how it was that the Democrats made striking 
but temporary gains in the 1890s that they have 
been unable to repeat. 


The cause had little relation to the normal 


issues and competition. It involved the kind of 
religious upheaval that occasionally disrupted 
normal political processes in this country in the 
latter pan of the last century and that, it is 
hoped, won't ever recur. 


Republicans had little difficulty in ruling the 


state during most of the period since the Civil 
War. But in 1889, to their surprise and conster- 
nation, they unwittingly brought about a poli- 
tical upheaval with the enactment of the so- 
called "Bennett Law." As Prof. Cronon recalls, 
it seemed innocuous enough at the time. It 
required all children between the ages of 7 and 
14 to attend school 12 weeks a year. It also 
required that certain subjects such as reading, 
writing, arithmetic, and American history be 
taught in the English language. 


Signed without any premonition of trouble by 


Gov. W. D. Hoard, who had risen to fame and 
political fortune for his early championing of 
the dairy cow, it promptly brought a storm of 
opposition from immigrants, including those 
who regarded their parochial schools as pro- 
tectors of their language and culture. 


Writes Dr. Cronon: 
"The measure served for once to unite Ger- 


man Catholics and German Lutherans, the 
state's largest ethnic bloc, whos religious 
differences normally were reflected in their 
separate political alignments." 


The result was an unprecedented victory for 


the Democratic party in the next two elections- 


George W. Peck, a Milwaukee journalist with 
some stature as a humorist, became governor. 
Both houses of the legislature came under the 
control of Democrats. Their party attained 
power and status that it has never quite won in 
eight succeeding decades. 


Prof. Cronon's essay is an illuminating and 


encouraging analysis of the sectarian rivalries 
and differences that were so important in the 
politics of the last century. His account covers 
the fascinating rivalry of sectarian groups in 
the state on the issue of offering a statue of 
Father Marquette, of the 1673 pathfinding 
Marquette-Joliet expedition through the land 
that was to become Wisconsin, for display in 
Statuary Hall in the national Capitol. 


To a degree difficult to conceive today, the 


issue precipitated religious divisions in the 
politics of the young state that culminated in the 
Bennett Law electoral explosion a few years 
later. 


In those days, as Prof. Cronon relates. 


Democrats and Catholics tended to be 
synonymous, 
as 
did 
Protestants 
and 


Republicans, to a substantial degree. Eighty 
years later, happily, such associations are 
mostly historical curiosities.

Facts on gas crisis 
hard to come by 


I am supposed to be an expert on the 


operations of American government, 
but I confess I can't make head or tail 
out of the "enery crisis." As I drive to 
work, I see one Mobil station out of gas, 
another one — a couple of miles down 
the road —selling to all comers. The oil 
company sent me as ominous a 
document as I have seen since General 
Lewis B. Hershey, the draft director, 
mailed me his "greetings" back in 1942. 
but my neighbors who have gas heat or 
electricity seem unperturbed. Out in 
Concord, I'm told, somebody has taken 
to stealing woodpiles. And to cap the 
whole business, the Boston Herald ran a 
photograph of several full oil tankers 
gently anchored off Boston harbor. 


What, for example, can you make of 


this item: the Boston Edison Company 
got a ruling from "Energy Czar" 
William E. Simon diverting some 4.2 
million barrels of residual fuel from 
Florida to Massachusetts. Then along 
came an offer to the company from a 
New York fuel broker to sell 300,000 
barrels at $27.50 a throw. The utility, 
which currently pays about S7 a barrel, 
rejected this holdup at which point, it 
seems, Czar Simon indicated that the 
diversion of the 4.2 million barrels was 
contingent on Boston Edison's purchas- 
ing an additional 300,000 barrels on the 
open market. 


Arab oil exports up 


As you read this sort of news, you 


begin to wonder whether the American 
public is being ripped off on an 
unprecedented scale. Then you notice in 
the London Economist (12-15-73) that 
"the latest sailings from the Arab oil 
terminals are nearly 40 per cent up on a 
year ago." (Note: this was after the 
embargo!) And if you follow business 
reports, you will discover that a prime 
suggestion for investors is stock in the 
huge integrated oil companies —that is, 
those like Exxon, Shell, Mobil, who take 
the oil, so to speak, from the cradle to 
the grave. Conversely, the independents 
—who rely on the giants for their crude 
—feel they are under the gun, that the 
big boys will take this opportunity to get 
the children off the streets. 


If you accept the precepts of laissez- 


faire economics, you will shrug your 
shoulders and figure that Adam Smith's 
invisible hand is twisting our arm. If 
you are a suspicious type, you will 
smell a capitalist conspiracy. Right 
now I refuse to commit myself because 
the real problem is that nobody seems 
to know what the facts are, the facts 
that would provide evidence for a judg- 
ment one way or the other. Senator 
Henry M. Jackson, for example, has 
been struggling for almost two years to 
find out who's doing what to whom. A 
product of this investigation is a Staff 
Study for his Subcommittee on Inves- 
tigations of the Government Operations 
Committee. 


Entitled "Staff Study of the Oversight 


and Efficiency of Executive Agencies 
with Respect to the Petroleum Industry 
(and) Recent Fuel Shortages," this 
document should be required reading in 
all American government courses. It 
presents a classic case-study of total 
executive incompetence, 
of a flat 


refusal to engage in realistic planning. 
Jackson's main concarn is to find out 
who in the Executive branch knows 
what the hard data are. If the story were 
not so chilling — literally as well as 
figuratively: my fingers are cold as I 
type this —it would be an ideal scenario 
for the Marx Brothers. 


Shortage started in 1172 


Try this one for size: "On May 11, 


1972, President Nixon authorized an 
increase in oil imports of 230,000 barrels 
(42 gallons) a day because of a rapidly 
developing shortage of crude required 
for processing by U.S. refineries. This 
action was in response to estimates of 
the potential shortages from industry 
and government agencies that ranged 
as high as 500,000 barrels a day to there 
being no shortage at all in crude oil 
supplies.

sharing funds to state and local units 
of government. 


According to the Council of State 


Governments. 36 states finished the 
fiscal year with surpluses, six broke 
even and only one ended the year with 
a deficit. Some of the figures are ten- 
tative, and the seven remaining states 
did not supply reports to the Council. 


Revenue sharing 
funds, which 


became available during the last fiscal 
year, poured $2.8 billion into state 
governments. Another $5.5 billion went 
to local units of government. 


As a result of a booming economic 


situation, which increased tax collec- 
tions during the past year, the revenue 
sharing funds, 11 states reduced in- 
come taxes through increased exemp- 
tions or actual reductions. The states 
included Wisconsin, Arkansas, Califor- 
nia, Iowa, Idaho, Michigan, Mississip- 


pi, Nebraska, New York, Ohio and 
Utah.

property tax relief for homeowners 
again including Wisconsin.

Eye other uses for revenue bonds 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) —The success of 


Wisconsin's revenue bond program for 
industrial growth should be expanded to 
help develop hospitals and public utilit- 
ies, legislators were told Wednesdav. 


William C. Kidd, head of the state 


Business Development Department, 
even suggested that rates which utilities 
charge the consumer could be restrained 
if utilities had access to the low-cost 
industrial development bonds for buying 
pollution abatement gear. 


B. C. Ziegler, whose West Bend firm 


helps finance health care facilities, said 
"tax-exempt financing will be a great 
financial aid to hospitals." 


The state securities commissioner. 


Jeffrey Bartell. also endorsed the ex- 
pansion idea. 


They registered their opinions during 


a meeting of the legislature's Joint 
Finance Committee, which is reviewing 
an Assembly bill to expand the 1969 
Municipal Bonding Act. 


The act allows municipalities to issue 


special bonds for funding private in- 
dustrial development. 


The expansion bill would extend the 


bonding privilege to counties, and would 
accommodate utilities, hospitals, nurs- 
ing homes, clinics, and facilities in- 
volving communication, industrial 
parks, recreation, mass transit, printing 
and cargo transfer. 


Kidd said provisions in the bill would 


prevent county interests from overrid- 
ing those of their municipalities, would 
require hearings before bonds could be 
issued, and would give his department 
authority to prevent abuses. 


The 1969 act, he testified, has 


benefitted the state economically. 


"Without it, we would be as pure as the 


driven snow and without industry," he 
said.

The State Health and Social Services 


Board eased the tension between 
Schreiber and the department by or- 
dering a crash program in the Division 
of Health to crack down on nursing 
homes that have been guilty of the 
same code violations repeatedly. 


It was Schreiber who accused the 


department of ineptitude by stating 
that several nursing homes have been 
guilty of the same violation many 
times, yet have escaped punitive action 
from the department. He told the 
board that the department had become 
an agency "full of paper-shufflers." 


For evidence, Schreiber presented a 


study his staff had made on the Mount 
Carmel Nursing Home in Milwaukee, 
pointing out cases of chronic noii 
compliance of violations. 


But representatives of the nursing 


home ownership appeared at the 
meeting and delivered the surprise of 
the day by presenting, complete with a 
tape recording, their evidence that 
Schreiber has wrongly used federal tax 
monies for his own political advantage. 


Ronald Krysiek, secretary of Na- 


tional Health Enterprises, Inc of Mil- 
waukee, owners of Mount Carmel, 
tried to read a printed statement which 
accused Schreiber of the wrongdoing. 


Dr. Paul Glunz. board chairman, 
interrupted 
Krysiek 
early 
in 
his 


address, saying that the board had no 
desire to get involved m a political 
fight. 


But Krysiek said he had a tape 


recording of former Schreiber aide Jan 
Marfyak in which Marfyak stated that 
the mission of the Ombudsman 
program 
was to get 
votes 
for 


Schreiber. Krysiek said he planned to 
present the tape to Attorney General 
Robert Warren and ask Warren to 
investigate Schreiber's activities. 


He also said he would contact Caspar 


Weinberger, Secretary of the U.S. 
Department of Health, "Education and 
Welfare, to seek a review of the Om- 
budsman program. 


Donald Mills, president of the cor- 


poration which owns the 700-bed nurs- 
ing home, attempted to repudiate 
Schreiber's charges by claiming that 
all the information "was just a rehash 
of old information." 


But when Glunz asked him if the 


nursing home had been guilty of 
repeated violations, Mills said it had 
but added that "any nursing home that 
is singled out like that will have 
deficiencies." 


Schreiber was visibly pleased by the 


board's action and said he was con- 
fident that department secretary Wil- 
bur Schmidt and his staff would act
